1, 1892. 

It was decided to have 24 weeks in each division, five 
weeks more than the last year. Much to our regret, the school 
at North Grantham was in session only 22 weeks, that at the 
Village 20 weeks and one-half day. This was owing to sickness 
in both cases. The Dunbar Hill and Howe Hill schools con- 
tinued the full 24 weeks. 

Two ‘Complete School Charts” have been furnished for 
_the North and Village schools, respectively, to be used in the 
other schools at the discretion of the school board. 

We have been pleased to note so much thorough instruc- 
tion and especially judicious discipline. Earnest and efficient
